ight hundred and fifty-two home- 
steads, or 134,320 acres of free. land 
taken up by new settlers during April, 
at the Edmonton land: oMee. —That*is 
the record -for the month Just closed. 

The official statistical statement 
given out for.April at the land office 
this morning, places the total number 
of entries of homesteads during — the 
month at 852, considerably more than 
twice as many as those of March, and 
of April of last year, 

Last month the entries totalled a 
few over 400. In April, 1910, the total 
was something over 300. Never before 
has there been the reeord that is 
shown for the month just closed. 

The rush of settlers to secure home- 
steads has been steady all month, but 
increasing at a rapid rate. In one day 
during the month 00° entries were 
made, and the average per day was 
never below 25, many times running 
above 3b. 

The splendid weather, and early ad- 
yent of spring, Has enabled the incom- 
ing setllers to have an early look at 
their land before finally loeating, Set- 
tlers have been arriving at the rate of 
several hundred daily. Many of these 
locate their land before filing at the 
land office, and this fact will guaran- 
fee a steady rush of from 35 to 100 
per day at the land office for the next 
month, 

May, however, is expected to be a 
much heavier month than April in en- 
tries. There are several large execur- 
sions of seltlers coming to the pro- 
vince next month, and a great many of

SIX MILLION ON IN EARNEST 


Royal Bank Files Answer to Suit Insti- 
tuted By Provincial Treasurer to 
Determine Status of Famous Con- 
troversy—-Defence Contends That 
Alberta Legislature Acted Without 
Authority in Declaring Funds of 
Great Waterways Company for- 
feitted to Treasurer

That the act passed by the legislature at the fall session of 
1910, whereby the funds of the Alberta and Great Waterways Rail- 
way company were declared forfeited to the provincial treasurer, ‘is 
ultra vires of the legislature of Alberta, and that in any event the 
statute could have no force beyond the boundaries of the province, 
are contentions of the Royal bank in the defence filed in the. su- 
preme court this morning in the action brought by the provincial 


nn, 


It is contended that as the bank is 
incorporated with head office at Mon- 
treal, and the act of the Alberta legis- 
lature cannot be effective beyond the 
boundaries ‘of the provinee, the gov- 


ernment have no power to recover the 
monies. . The. bank denies that on 


December 16, or at any other time, it 
held on deposit to the eredit of the 
provincial treasurer, either at its 
branch office or elsewhere, $6,042,- 
083.26, with, interes!, .or any other 
sum, It denies that it refused to pay 
a check for the above sum drawn by 
the ‘provincial -treasurer. on: the bank, 
and declares that the plaintiffs never 
had an account with the. bank, nor 
was there any money in the latter's 
hands: applicable for the purpose | of 
paying the check. The Imperial bank 
of Canada never presented any check 
for the above amount for, payment, ac- 
cording to the defence, nor is the Im- 
perial bank entitled to receive it. It is 
denied» that’ any notice was served 
upon the bank, notifying them that in- 
terest would be claimed on the balance 
alleged to be due from the bank to the 
plaintiffs. 

The statement of defence recounts 
the transactions by which the funds of 
the Waterways railway and the Can- 
ada West Construction Co..were placed 
to their credit in the bank, and cites 
statutes bearing upon the guarantee 
of the railway company's bonds, The 
monies were reecived by the bank un- 
der the terms of an order in couneil of 
1909, which order in council, provid- 
ing that the funds deposited in the 
bank can be paid out only as construc- 
tion of the railway proceeds, is, the 
hank contends, still in force.

respect to both charges. Mr. Groff 
evidence in his own behalf re- 
garding the charge of assault in the 
Thistle rink, and he was the only wit- 
ealled, Ile deseribed in detail 
the proceedings whieh Jed to the at- 
tack upon him by the ehief of police. 
\t the time of the ocecurrenee witness 
was unaware of the identity of the per- 
son to whom he spoke. The man 
whom he had since discovered to be 
the chief of police was ¢lad in plain 
vlothes at the-tink. Following upon 
the ejeetion of Caws, Mr. Groff had 
approached Ensor and questioned him 
as to his authority for sueh action. 
“Who are you, and what authority have 
you to ejeet that man?" was the ques- 
tion pui to the plain clothes man, The 
latter responded to the question by 
seizing Mr. Groff by the iapel of his 
coat, and in hectoring tones threaten- 
ing to eject him also. 

In the course of cross-examination 
Mr. Mackie attempted to show that 
the Oliver meeting was not a public 
meeting at all and implied that it was 
called by a few friends of the minister 
of the interior. For some fifteen min- 
utes he pressed the witness to define 
exactly what he understood by ‘“Pub- 
lic’ in this sense. A meeting called by 
three or four men, Mr. Mackie sug- 
gested, might not be a public meeting, 
although largely attended, Counsel 
pointed out that Oliver had been turned 
down by the Liberal executive prior to 
the holding ‘of the meeting, 

“What reason had you for being 
interested in the conduct of the chief 
of police ?"’ queried Mr. Mackie. 

“None at all except idignation at the 
way in which a young man had been 
ejected,’ was the reply. 

Mr, Mackie then suggested that the 
action against the chief was a political 
move, He attempted to put a number 
of questions as to the attitude of the 
Sdmonton press to Chief Ensor, Mr. 
McCaul objected and was upheld by 
the bench, 

“The attitude of the press has noth- 
ing to do with the case,” said Mr. 
Weeks. 


In presenting his argument for the 
defence Mr. Mackie contended that the 


save 


ness 


chief of police was perfectly justifled 
in laying hands on Mr. Groff in the 
Thistle rink. The complainant would 
have been unmolested had he not 
spoken to the chief, and his remon- 
strating with Ensor could be eonstruct- 
ed into a “constructive violation of a 
breach of the peace,” likely to lead to 
an actual breach of the peace. Mr. 
Mackie contended that Mr. Groff's re- 
monstrance constituted a breach of the 
peace within the definition of a statute 
quoled by counsel. 

Mr. McCaul, in presenting the case 
for the complainant, expressed the op- 
inion that the action of Mr. Groff in re- 
monstrating wilh the man in — plain 
clothes whom he had just seen in the 
act of committing an unprovoked as- 
sault upon another man, was just the 
thing that any man of spirit would 
have done, 

“When in a meeting of 4,000 or 
5,000 people a man sees on unprovoked 
assault upon another man in the hall, 
it is the natural thing to do," said 
counsel, As to the suggestion of coun- 


sistent with the dignity of a chief of 
police.” “Tam surprised that Mr, 
Groff was so moderate, when the 
chief laid his hands upon him. For my 
part, I'd take what Mr. Groff took form 
no man in plain clothes. I am_=sur- 
prised that Mr. Groff was so moderate. 
In similar circumstances I should have 
struck the man.” 

“If Mr. Groff suizercd no personal 
injury, he suffered a great insult, as a 
man and as a ratepayer, If a man 
can't go to a public meeting without 
being assaulted by a man in plain 
clothes we have come to a pretty state 
of affairs," 

Magistrate Weeks held that the chief 
had the right to go to the meeting 
either in uniform or plain clothes. Mr, 
Groff had no right to intervene when 
he saw persons put out of the hall. 
“Why he should go to the chairman 
about it,” said the magistrate, ‘tl don't 
know. To my mind the chief acted 
quite within his rights,

On the second charge, Mr. McCaul 
again made a request that the bench 
treat the preliminary. Mr. Mackie ob- 
jected on the ground that to commit 
Ensor would “give an opportunity to 
the press to atlack the integrity of the 
chief of police before he comes to 
final trial.’ 

Mr. Groff deseribed on the stand his 
Visit to the chief of police on the af- 
ternoon of the day following the Oliver 
meeting. Witness knocked at the 
door and was asked by the chief to 
walk in. Mr. Groff took a chair, and he 
then asked the chief for an explanation 
of conduct of the previous evening 
“T've called to ask you how you can 
reconcile with right and reason your 
treatment of myself and that other man 
at the Thistle rink the other evening,” 
said Mr. Groff, to the chief. Ensor re- 
plied that he had ‘no statement. to 
make," “As one gentleman asking a 
civil question of, I suppose, another 
gentleman, I should like an answer,” 
said witness at length. 

Still the ‘chief did not reply. 
Groff inquired as to the office hours 
of the Mayor. Mr. Ensor replied that 
his worship was generally present un- 
lil five.

Without a 
word, without asking his visitor to 
withdraw the chief then walked over to 
the door of his office, opened it; and, 
sabbing Mr. Groff by the — shoulder, 
pulled him out of his chair, and threw 
him forcibly from the office a distance 
ofssome ten feet.’
